We had a monetary cir- 
culation sufficient to express the interchanges of labour in our home 
trade, and which left the precious metal, gold, to find its market 
value in such circulation for foreign purposes. We had not at 
that time a currency that forced down prices of home production, 
so as to prevent taxation, levied by Customs and Excise, from 
being added to prices, We did not then frame laws professedly 
to levy taxation indirectly on the consumers, and then, by unseen 
currency legislation, prevent prices rising to the level necessary 
to express that taxation in addition to natural value, and thus fix 
these so-called “indirect” taxes on the producers themselves. 
We did not place the master manufacturers and the farmers under 
the necessity of forcing down the wages of labourers beyond what 
indirect taxation required, because they could not, from the con- 
traction of the currency, obtain adequate prices to compensate 
those who laboured for them.

lour” is a familiar term for the court-room of the Bank—a handsome 
apartment of the composite order, from a design by Sir Robert 
Taylor, Itis lighted on the south side by Venetian windows, look- 
ing out upon a pleasant area, Pane, with trees and shrubs, which 
was formerly the churchyard of St. Christopher's. It is here that 
the directors of the Bank assemble to conduct its most important 
affairs. ‘Lhe governor, and a select committee of three directors who 
have passed the chair, sit daily.

Sourn WaLes. — Last week, a dreadful accident happened at the 
Partnewynidd forge by the bursting of a boiler. The scene was 
really terrific; one large piece of iron passed through the roof of the 
forge, carrying everything before it, and several stones and bricks 
dropped on the roof of the houses near, and the windows were all 
broken. There were altogether fifteen ‘persons scalded and other- 
wise injured. 

Wo tverron. — On Saturday night last, as the down mail train for 
Liverpool, consisting of 19 carriages, was heard approaching the 
Wolverton station at the proper time, the signal, indicating that all 
was right for the train to enter the station, was hoisted, but, to the 
astonishment of the officers at the station, the train turned off into a 
sliding, instead of coming down the main line, and in an instant after 
a fearful crash was heard. On the superintendent of the Wolverton 
station reaching the spot, a shocking scene presented itself. The 
mail train had entered the siding commencing near the bridge, and 
had come into collision with five or six waggous laden with coal. 
‘The fifth and sixth carriages of the mail train were literally smashed 
to pieces, and were strewed about the line, together with the passen- 
gers, whilst, singular to relate, the engine and tender, and all the 
carriages in front of them, which consisted of the Liverpool and 
Manchester parcels vans, and two second class carriages, were almost 
uninjured, As soon as the consternation subsided, assistance was 
rendered to the sufferers, and body after body was removed to one of 
the ante-rooms of the station, where they were seen by Mr. Rogers, 
surgeon, of Wolverton, and by two other medical gentlemen, who 
happened to be in the train at the time of the collision. Seven per- 
sons who were in the sixth second-class carriage were found either 
dead or dying, scarcely half an hour having elapsed from the time of 
the occurrence before they had all ceased to exist. The following 
are the names of the passengers killed: — Mr. John S. Sherratt, of 
Lichfield; Mr. T. Makinson, of Magdalen Hall, Oxford ; Mr. J. 
Clifton, silk mercer, on his road to Leamington; Mr. J. B. Rattray, 
of the Lily Bank Foundry, Dundee; Mr, Miller, honorary secre- 
tary to the Ragged School, Broadwail, London ; Mr. Cope, a young 
gentleman on his way to Wolverhampton; anda Mr. Henry Smith, 
who had booked himself for Birmingham.

GREENOCK. — In commemoration of her Majesty’s birthday last 
week the shops and public offices were universally shut. ‘Towards 
evening a rabble began to congregate in the square to witness the 
throwing of squibs and other fire- works, and by nine o'clock thou- 
sands of workmen began to assemble, and throw stones and missiles 
at every well dressed person that dared to approach the scene., From 
ten to eleven o'clock the violence of the mob continued in its wildest 
fury, and there seemed to be a desire not to leave a single pane of 
glass in any building in the square unbroken, The police officers 
were only able to watch at a distance, but a: eleven o'clock the town 
authorities resolved to apply force, and put a stop to the outrage, 
The magistrates, accompanied by a party with constables’ batons, 
then rushed out of the court house, the lawless ruthans fled in all 
directions, and in Jess than five minutes the square was completely 
cleared. One man was found lying on the ground, said to have been 
wounded with a baton. On being carried into the police-office 
medical aid was immediately applied, but he died during the night, 

Mancuester. — A singular case of swindling was brought before 
the magistrates on Monday. A young German, giving the name of 
Adolphus Schutz, had obtained a letter of credit upon houses in 
England for 20,000 florins (2000/.), and upon the face of this letter 
there was, as usual, the names of several houses in this country to 
whom the holder was entitled to apply, as convenience might dictate. 
When he obtained the letter of credit, it now appeared he had pilfered 
blank forms for others from the same house, and that he had filled 
one of them up; and taking one of them to Mr. Shusesitch, in Lon- 
don, got 1900/, advanced upon it. He had then gone to Manchester, 
obtained 1900/. from Messrs. Merck, and from thence went to Liver- 
pool and engaged a passage in the Cambria, for Boston, U.S., which 
should have sailed on Siturday, but was detained by low tides till 
Monday. In the mean time, Messrs. Merck had. obtained inform- 
ation that be had drawn to the amount of his credit in London, and 
upon their information Mr. Beswick had sent an oficer to Liverpool, 
who apprehended him, It transpired that the prisoner had power to 
draw in 13 large cities in different parts of a route from Vienna to 
England, and that by means of another forgery he had drawn to the 
full amount of the genuine letter of credit at Aix la Chapelle. He 
had an accomplice when he arrived at Manchester, who escaped to 
London, as it is supposed. 

Picron’s Monument. — The re-erection of the monument, near 
Carmarthen, in memory of the gallant deeds of General Sir Thomas 
Picton, is progressing rapidly.

IRELAND. 

Durun. —The accounts of the grain and potato crops received in 
Dublin are, without a single exception, extremely favourable. With 
respect to the latter, however, little faith should be placed in the 
speculations as to the success or failure of this very precarious crop. 
Appearances may be highly promising, and so they were last year up 
to the beginning of August, when all was lost. As to the alleged 
symptoms of blight which have already manifested themselves, allow- 
anee should be made for the certainty of much of the seed put down 
this spring being of an inferior, if not positively bad quality, and, 
therefore, partial failure was almost inevitable.

ARREST OF A MURDERER. — On Wednesday last, as constable 
O'Neil was going up in the steam; packet to Dublin escorting con- 
victs, he arrested a man named William Morrissy, who is charged 
with having murdered a woman named Mary M‘Carthy, near Char- 
leville, about eight years azo, He had just enlisted in the 83d regi- 
ment, under the name of Ryan, and was going up to'join that corps 
in charge of a serjeant of the recrulung district. O'Neil having had 
information that the murderer of the woman was 10 the neighbour- 
hood of Cork, from the description given of him his suspicions fell 
on the prisoner, and having interrogated him, and finding that his 
suspicions were well grounded, he took him into custody, When 
they arrived in Dublin he took nim before Mr, Broderick, by whom 
he was fully committed to take his trial at the next assizes, and was 
trknsmitted back to Cork, and lodged in the county gaol. 

Piracy on tHe Inisn Coast.—Uhe Wellington, bound for West- 
port, from America, was plundered ofa large quantity of her cargo 
(Indian corn meal), off the entrance of Black Sod Bay, on the 2d 
inst, T'he Fearless steamer and the Emerald cutter were both under 
weigh not far from the plundered vessel at the time, but could noc 
distinguish her in consequence of a thick haze which then prevailed, 
and also from her being close under the high land of Achin Island. 
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SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA. 

The royal mail steam-ship arrived at Southampton on Thursday 
morning, with the usual Mexican and West Indian mails. From a 
friend long resident in the country, we have received an illustration 
applying to the present situation of affairs between Mexico and the 
United States, which we give in another page. A strong American 
fleet had appeared on the west coast of the continent, and afier re- 
ceiving the submission of several smail ports, occupied the Guif of 
California, and established an effective blockade, The view of San 
Francisco and the blockading squadron at anchor, is an Interesting 
addition to 'the verv scanty news we have received from this remote 
part of America. ‘The news received from Mexico is of no great mo- 
ment, There were still several Mexican officers detained in the 
castle of San Juan de Ulloa. In every respect the city was quiet, 
and had assumed the appearance of peace. The Americans were 
beginning to feel the effects of the climate severely, the hospitals 
being nearly full of invalids, and several deaths had taken place from 
sickness. The last accounts received of General Scott were, that he 
was still progressing towards Mexico. He had reached Peratia, and 
was to leave that place on the 8d of April. On the news reaching 
Mexico of the late battle at Cerro Gordo, and Santa Anna’s flight, 
D. Pedro Ananya was appointed president, with unlimited power 
for everything, with the exception of listening to any overtures 
of peace from the Americans, as they vere determined to defend 
the city tothe last. Canalizo, or D. Juan Alvanez, was to be com- 
mander-in-chief, and the seat of the government removed to the in- 
Santa Anna was at Oriata, raising 1500 troops for 
a guerilla war, and several attacks had been made on the convoy of 
provisions from Vera Cruz to the army, but without any success.

DISCOVERIES AT RICHBOROUGH DURING THE RECENT, 
OPERATIONS FOR THE RAILROAD. 


(Communicated by H, G. CURLING, Esq.) 


The operations of the navigators, whilst cutting under the cliff upon whichjthe 
Castle of Richborough (the Rutupia of the Romans) stands, have brought to 
light some curious relics of the ancient conquerors of the world. Large quan- 
tities of Roman pottery, beautiful in form and pattern, ornaments, coins, articles 
of use in the workshops of the legions quartered on this spot, fragments of 
weapons, a portion of Roman armour, together with utensils of unknown use, and 
fashioned of materials which have somewhat puzzled the learned, have been 
turned up by the sturdy navigators during the progress of the work. Amongst 
other things of interest which were observed as the workmen proceeded in their 
labours, several large pe square cut pits were discovered at different parts of 
the embankment, and which would seem to have been the receptacles of refuse 
articles used in the workshops of the Romans during the period they remained 


in this station. In these receptacles large accumulations of rubbish of various 
sorts seem to have been ‘hrown ; fragments of all sorts of vessels, portions of the

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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


NEWFOUNDLAND.—A letter, dated 19th April, states that in this 
island every vestige of winter has entirely disappeared, and the in. 
habitants have for some weeks been busily engaged in the fishery. 
It is added, however, that there was a great quantity of ice on the 
western shore, which prevented the boats from proceeding to their 
spring fishing ground in the gulf. ‘The distress on the north shores 
of Conception Bay and among the settlers in Trinity Bay was on the 
increase. In the French settlements on St. Pierre, however, the 
destitution was absolute, and far surpassed the privations in the 
English settlements. On the 30th April another tire broke out in 
Su f ohn's, but was checked after consuming the house of the solici- 
tor general. ‘The exertions of Sir G. Le Marchant, on the occasion, 
are said to be beyond all praise. A sensible proposa? has been made 
to check the smuggling carried on between the fishermen in Fortune 
Bay and the French inhabitants of theisland of St. Pierre, by making 
Burin a free port.

FOREIGN, 


France, — A few days ago 35 individuals were brought before the 
Correctional Tribune of Bethune, for being concerned in the pillage 
of a boat loaded with flour at.Guinchy. ‘Though they had been 
detained in prison for two months, four were condemned to be impri- 
soned for three years, several for a year, and all the rest, with the ex 
ception of four, for different periods. p 

SrAIN.— The Madrid journals of the Ist contain no news of im- 
portance, A body of Spanish troops had already penetrated into 
Portugal, and taken possession of Valenzo do Minho, after a conflict 
with the insurgents. There is a great deal in the journals about the 
divorce question, but it is all in the way of rumour, and relates no- 
thing that can be relied upon. Several more distinguished officers of 
the Progressist party have received permission to return from exile, 

The details of the intervention of Spain in Portugal, under the 
conditions of the protocol of May 21., were settied by M. Pacheco 
and the Count de Thomar, Spain places 14,000 men at the dis- 
position of the Portuguese government. Spain will pay the troops 
as if they were in her regular service, and the extraordinary pay will 
be made up by Portugal. 

Porrucat. — On Wednesday news arrived that Count Das 
Antas had been made prisoner of war with 2000 men, and that all the 
property of the Junta had fallen into the power of the allied squadron 
which blockaded Oporto. 

Bavania.—A valuable picture, by the celebrated Dutch painter 
Francoise Mieris, who was born at Leyden in 1635, and died in 1681, 
was lately stolen from the Pinakothek of Munich. The picture, one 
of small dimensions, was a portrait of the artist himself, in the act of 
sacrificing to Bacchus by indulgence in deep vinous potations, 
and was the only authentic ‘“ Mieris” in the possession of the insti- 
tution. 

Swepen ann Norway, —Under date of the 13th of May his Ma- 
jesty has been pleased to issue a proclamation, in which he announces 
it as his royal pleasure that, in consequence of the prevailing distress, 
the coronation of their Majesties wili not take place at Drontheim 
this year, as had been determined upon. 

Covennacen,—The “ Berlin Zeitung” states, that his Royal 
Highness the Crown Prince will sail from Bornholm on the 23d 
inst., and that their majesties the King and Queen will in all proba- 
bility visit the island in the month of July. Since the time of 
Christian V, no king of Denmark has visited this island. 

Romr.—The Pope is deeply concerned at the dissensions between 
the Queen of Spain and her Censort, and the nuncio has been in- 
structed to use every means to put an end to that state of things. On 
the 17th ult, an agent of Don Carlos arrived in Rome, and imme- 
diately obtained an audience of the Pope. He brought good letters 
of recommendation. It was said that he was the bearer of grave 
communications respecting the court of Madrid and the attitude of 
parties there... His Holiness is represented to have said that the evils 
which press on Spain were only additional reasons for putting an end 
to the isolation of the Catholic church in that country. 

The provincial chiefs of the 33 provinces of the community of Ca- 
puchins have been convoked at Rome for the election of a general of 
the order. It is the first time for seventy years that the chiefs of this 
religious community have been calied together. Among the coun- 
tries represented are France, Ireland, Belgium, Bavaria, Austria, 
the Tyrol, and Switzerland. 

PRussta,—With the sanction of the Prince of Prussia, the Grand 
Master of the Masonic Lodges of the kingdom, the principal lodge 
of Freemasons of Breslaw is about to expunge from its statutes the 
paragraph which prohibits all persons from being received as Free- 
masons who do not belong to the Christian religion, and which 
especially prohibits admission of Israelites. 

Russta.—It is said that the Emperor Nicholas is about to do an 
act of generosity towards such Poles as have been condemned for po- 
litical offences, ‘hose who have been exiled to Siberia, and whose 
estates have been confiscated, are to be allowed to return into the 
kingdom, and re-enter into possession of their property, 

ALGERIA, — The recent proceedings of the French in Kabylia, if 
true, are sadlylat variance with the accounts recently forwarded to the 
government by Marshal Bugeaud, A late letier states that — 


_ The battle fought by the marshal’s column lasted from five in the afternoon 
till the following morning; but during the night the outposts only of the French 
camp kept up the firing, At daybreak the affair became more serious. Our 
troops were, as they always are, full of ardour and intrepidity. Several con- 
siderable villages were taken, some of which had a population of 6000, and were 
defended by crenelated towers. ‘The marshal, as the Akbar has stated, himself 
gave the orders for this devastation, it having been previously agreed that the 
firing of three cannon should be the signal for putting a stop to the pillage. Tne 
troops, excited by the heat of the combat, rushed headlong into the villages, and 
completely sacked them. Jewels, rich stuils, carpets, provisions of all kinds, a 
quantity of arms, and a protusion of gold and silver, fell into the hands of our 
soldiers, The booty was immense. Numerous jars filled with olive oil were 
broken, and their contents allowed to flow about the streets, and the fire from 
the burning houses gaining this liquid, a horrible spectacle presented itself. All 
the inhabitants who came withinreach of our soldiers were put to the sword. In 
the midst of this frigbttul melée a Kabyle chief of athletic form was seen forcing 
his way to the marshal, and having come up, eatreated him, in terms of humble 
supplication, to put a stup to the devastation, and he and his people would im- 
mediately make submission. Inthe accents of his voice, and in the expression 
of his countenance, there was so much sincerity, as well as grief, that the mar- 
shal ordered the three cannon to be fired, and the destruction and plunder at 
once ceased, ‘This was to the great regret of the marshal, who said last evening, 
when on the terrace, that he wished he had been more violently attacked, in 
order that the destruction might have been more complete, and the lesson more 
severe. This is no calumny ; it is the truth ; and nothing more than the truth. 


Monre Vinro.—A vessel, which left Monte Video on the 23d of 
March, has arrived at Havre, bringing a copy of the following 
decree, posted up by Oribe, and which is evidently decided against 
the French ships, as they for a long time have carried on almost ex- 
clusively the commerce of that place:— Shall be considered as 
pirates, and, as such, be immediately put to death, every master, cap- 
tain, or other person, of whatever nation he may be, who shall be de- 
tected jn the exportation of cattle, or any other produce of the coun- 
try, unless they shall have obtained from us a licence to carry on such 
trade or dealing, 

Burnos Avnes.—The assassination of the Bolivian minister, of 
which mention has already been made, has stricken with terror even 
the partisans of General Rosas, the victim, Don Rodriguez Maga- 
riras, being described as the intimate friend of the dictatore Don 
Rodriyuez had been recalled by his Government, and among the 
papers connected with the affairs of the legation, were certain state- 
ments, which it Was deemed of importance for Rosas should not be 

ft longer in the power of this minister, His arrest by death was

POLITICAL INDICATIONS. 


Poriticat, Monariry 1N France.—Nothing is spoken of in Pa- 
sian drawing-rooms, clubs, and public places, but the humiliating 
spectacles which the French official world affords,» What overwhelm. 
ing revelations! What authenticated scandals! What examples for 
the masses! What lessons for the men who have delivered them- 
selves up to the government for fear of disturbance! It is much, no 
doubt,'to learn from the mouth of M. de Castellane that since 1830 the 
number of functionaries has increased 40,000, which throw on the 
taxpayers eighty millions additional, in fixing the salary of each 
functionary at only 2000f, But that injures only those who pay the 
budget. ‘The pillage of the state by these same functionaries is of 
far different gravity. A government tax receiver, who resided in 
several seaports, declared in the Rochefort prosecution, without any 
one venturing to deny the truth of the assertion, that he had seen 
persons employed, at a salary of two or three thousand francs, amass 
in the course of twenty years two or three hundred thousand francs, 
It has been proved, by letters from Algeria, by the recitals of travel- 
lers, and by the complaints which the unfortunate colonists are con- 
stantly addressing to the government, that functionaries at Algiers 
with 4000f., have brought back at the end of ten years a fortune of 
150,000f. z 

Procress 1N Russia. — Tho inland correspondence of Russia in 
all parts of the empire is increasing every year, in consequence of 
the present admirabie organisation of the post-office. According to 
the last report of the post-master-general, of the year 1845, the 
number of 10,136,142 letters were forwarded in the empire. Four 
years before the numbers were only 7,902,214, This is a proof of 
the increasing desire of all classes to extend the correspondence, 
The two capitals, St. Petersburg and Moscow, have the fourth part 
of this correspondence; the largest portion is to Prussia—it amounts 
to one-half of the whole. 

Seatn AND Irs CONTINENTAL Revations. — To understand the 
difficulties that surround Spain on all sides, and the symptoms of dan- 
ger to the peace of Europe, it suffices to consider,—1. ‘That the mar- 
riage of her Majesty the Queen, and, above all, of her sister, Donna 
Luisa Fernanda, wants, in the eyes of meny, the sanction of the 
nation—inasmuch as it only obtained the consent of a Cortes com- 
posed exclusively of the Moderado party, and whose heterogeneous 
organisation must invalidate its decision, by reason of its having con- 
sisted of one chamber, the produce of the constitution of 1837, and of 
a Senate formed according to the constitution of 1845.

Inferior in 
condition and physical development to the Hottentot, and several 
removes from the savage but warlike Kafir, occupying the most 
arid and least productive tracts of the wild karroo — his retreats being 
either the impassable desert, or the inaccessible rocks of the confines 
of the comparatively settled and cultivated districts of the Kaffir 
population, the Bosjesman’s disposition and, character partake of the 
contracted development which marks the nature of all ‘things 
around him.

Every year the Government, with the sanction of Par- 
liament, issuestmany millions of taxation paper, but it is so contrived, under the 
name of Exchequer bills, as to be useful only to the money capitalist, who re- 
ceives interest for taking them ; the amount of which interest is levied by tax- 
ation on the industrious classes. All that is wanting is to issue the amount in 
Exchequer notes of convenient amounts of one pound and upwards, not bearing 
interest, but payable initaxes. Thus a large expense would be saved to the 
country, while labour would be employed, trade encouraged, and a large addi- 
tion would accrue to the revenue.

Ir cannot be said that the recent proceedings in Parliament have 
been deficient in interest, however they may have been wanting 
in importance. Personal matters have a great charm for the 
public; they bring out the earnestness of personal friendship, and 
elicit a tolerable amount of invective on the one side, and of 
anxious defence upon the other. Accordingly, the cases of Sir 
“ardley Wilmot, the late governor of Van Dieman’s Land, and 
Mr. Drew, a disappointed and somewhat ill-used solicitor, have 
attracted a good deal of notice, ensuring the exculpation of the 
deceased governor, and an explanation of the circumstances 
attending the neglect of Mr. Drew. Of general public matters, 
the debates have been singularly scant. Lord John Russell has 
announced that he intends to propose the suspension of the corn 
poe navigation laws until the 1st of March. In this way we shall 

creep on with petty pace” to their total extinction. 
As we predicted in our last another fearful railway accident has 
followed upon the Chester calamity. The North Western down 
mail train of last Saturday night, after passing the Wolverton sta- 
P, was, by some mistake upon the part of a signal man, turned 

2 a siding, where it strack a waggon of coals. A second class 
carriage was dashed to pieces, and the lives of seven individuals 
Sacrificed, more or less injury being inflicted on several other 


passengers, 
ceased, and until its verdict has been pronounced, commentary 
upon the disaster would be premature. 

Apropos of railways, the question as to the liability of allottees 
for expenses incurred on behalf of a company, has been again 
opened by a nonsuit (in the Court of Queen’s Bench) of the plain- 
tiff in the great case of Woolmer versus Toby. To add to this 
fresh source of annoyance, power is now given to the directors of 
railway companies to enforce payment of the calls. A share- 
holder’s only loophole is in the sale of his shares, or the dissolu- 
tion of the company. 

The accounts from Ireland are but partially satisfactory. If 
fever decreases in Cork, it augments in Ennis; if Tipperary is 
tranquil, Limerick and Clare are the scenes of murder. In 
Dublin, the Young Ireland party and the O’Connellites are at 
issue about the death and the funeral of the Agitator. The fac- 
tions, by their quarrels, will, it is hoped, effectually destroy what 
the departure of O’Connell wounded — the irrational and mis- 
chievous Repeal cause. 

The death of Major-General Robertson, an East India director, 
leaves a vacancy which the defeated candidates upon the last 
oceasion will now, doubtless, struggle to fill. We observe that 
Captain William Eastwick has announced himself, and it is ex- 
pected that General Caulfield will likewise come into the field. 
The success of the latter officer is of very great importance to 
the Indian army. It has lost a representative in General Robert- 
son, and really requires the presence of an active, intelligent, and 
extensively informed man like Major-General Caulfield. 

Mr. D'Israeli has met the electors of Buckinghamshire, and in 
a speech of great length and brilliancy has expounded his views. 
His reception was unequivocal. The electors assembled have 
come to the conclusion, that “he is eminently qualified to succeed 
the Honourable W. E. Fitzmaurice as a representative of the 
county, and that they will pledge themselves to use their utmost 
endeavours to secure his election in conjunction with Mr. Du Pre 
and Mr. Tower, who, by their integrity and consistency in Parlia- 
ment, have fully maintained their claims to the confidence and 
support of their constituents.” 

The French and Italian papers announce the death of the cele- 
brated Marshal Grouchy and Cardinal Micara. The former 
name will recall to the recollection of the reader one of the oppo- 
nents of the Duke of Wellington at Waterloo; the latter is that of 
a man who in the enlightenment of his views would have proved 
a worthy successor, as he has hitherto been an efficient colleague, 
of the reigning Pope. The subject of the attempted sale of a 
peerage for 80,000 francs engages much attention in Paris. 
People affect to be much shocked at the corruption supposed to 
exist in high places, as if bribery and foul influences have not 
long been the rule of action in every department of the French 
administration. 

The eighth anniversary festival of King’s College Hospital was 
held on Wednesday in Stationers’ Hall. Sir Robert Peel pre- 
sided. Sir Robert in the city! Que diable allait il faire dans cette 
galére? Is Sir Robert “ in the city” a prelude to the Sir Robert 
“Jor the city?” Is the arch-bullionist meditating a new coup, and 
is he arranging his forces to try a fall with Lord John Russell on 
his own peculiar ground? It looks like it. Sir Robert made a 
long speech on the occasion of the dinner, and talked of — 
Charity!! He had evidently “ crammed” for the occasion, but 
still the words did not fall glibly from his tongue. The baronet 
is as unused to the subject in theory as in practice. 

The news from Portugal, to be found in another column, to the 
effect that Das Antas and 2000 men have been made prisoners, 
and that the property of the Junta has fallen into the hands of 
the blockading squadron at Oporto, brings the Portuguese 
quarrel to an issue.

EXPAND THE CURRENCY! 


WE are sorry to hear that the Bill promised by Lord George 
Bentinck on the subject of the present depressed state of com- 
merce and industry, is to be introduced by Mr. Baring, and that 
the principal feature is to be a gold standard! Why will the Noble 
Lord thus continually disappoint the hopes of his country, with 
talent, honesty, and energy, to free her from the worship of the 
Golden Calf? He halts at the moment of victory. When the 
immediate object is attained of restoring confidence and pros- 
perity, that may be a fit subject for consideration. At present it 
is playing the enemy's game by diverting the attention of his 
friends. 

What the people now want, and what they will have, is an ex- 
pansion of the Currency, in order that trade may be carried on 
and labour employed, and that the capital, enterprise, and labour of 
the country should be no longer crippled by absurdly limiting the 
quantity of money to the quantity of one particular article, in the 
hands of a few privileged individuals. 

Money is the representative of value, and the medium of ex- 
change of commodities. It is the inherent right of every free 
man freely to exchange his commodities. It is the harshest of 


all tyrannies to deny him that right; yet this is the effect of the | 


Act of 1844. This is the present grievance, which is practical, 
and must be forthwith removed. ‘Theories can wait a more con- 
venient opportunity.

THE EAST INDIA JUGGLERS. 

Tue East India professors of legerdemain have long enjoyed k 
high repute even in this country. Ramo Samee eclipsed all his 
predecessors, and no one has since appeared in public to wrest 
from his brow the laurels earned by his sleight of hand. He was, 
however (we are told by men who have visited the far East), a 
mere child compared with the jugglers who ply their vocation at

Madras and Bengal. There is no deception too refined for the 
gentry who swallow swords, balance arrows, make spinning 
jennies of their tongues, and extract cannon balls from their eye- 
lids. They laugh at Herr Dobler’s beard, hold Monsieur Philippe 
at a discount, and treat the Wizard of the North as a mere tyro. 
Yet even these maestri have their superiors. They may reign 
unrivalled in India, but in England they would find themselves 
even more than matched. The East India Company beat them 
all to nothing in dexterity and charlatanerie. While the pro- 
fessional juggler on Choultry Plain avows himself an impostor, 
the disciples of legerdemain in Leadenhall Street preserve an air 
of honesty, and do the wickedest things in the world with the air 
of men who are sacrificing at the altar of philanthropy. ‘They 
juggle and conceal the fact of their juggling. With the Ramo 
Samees you know you are imposed upon, but the Leadenhall Street 
trickster persuades you all the while he disdains legerdemain. 

The British public are well aware, that for some months 
past an endeavour has been made to procure a reduction of the 
duty on the salt exported from this country to India, and the 
annihilation of the power of the East India Company to manu- 
facture salt in Bengal. It has been shown, over and over again, 
that the stuff prepared in India is foul, pernicious, and expensive ; 
while that sent from England is pure, highly efficacious as an 
antiseptic, and extremely cheap. Moreover, it has been demon- 
strated that the consumption of British salt to a considerable ex- 
tent would open the door to the demand for British manufactures 
by improving the circumstances of the native of India, whose 
Jabour is now frightfully taxed for the purchase of weak, un- 
wholesome salt. Well, what has been the result of this public 
teaching — this pressure upon the East India Company’s in- 
iquitous monopoly? Why, alarm in the first instance; and a 
“ sop to Cerberus ” in the second. 

Fearful of the enforcement of the law which this insolent Com- 
pany has systematically violated since 1834, they have reduced 
the duty on the salt imported from England to the extent (ge- 
nerous creatures !) of one-twelfth the amount; but for fear that this 
measure should affect the demand for their own villanous com- 
modity, they have reduced the price of Bengal salt in a lower 
ratio! 

At the first blush this looks like a boon to the wretched natives 
whose labour has hitherto been so infamously taxed to purchase 
the filthy commodity, but, in point of fact, the only result of the 
measure is utterly to exclude from the market the pure white 
English salt, for which the Indian has always had a natural and 
decided preference. Instead of being a stone of the monopoly 
voluntarily loosened, it is an additional cement of so compact and 
adhesive a character, that nothing is now left to the trade and the 
philanthropists but to batter down the whole fabric, vi et armis. 
We are glad to see they are already in the field. Resolutions 
were passed last Saturday at Northwich to commence an assault 
upon the outworks, and a grateful acknowledgment of the past small 
favours of certain members of Parliament argues a determination 
to seek their further aid. But it is not half a dozen nor a dozen 
members that can extinguish the Company’s monopoly of manu- 
facture, and enforce an observance of the law. The whole legisla- 
ture must be moved; and to this end, an effort should be made to 
influence elections by exhibiting to the electors how closely the 
interests of the manufacturer, the shipowner, the coal merchant, 
the sugar importer, &c., are linked to and bound up with those of 
humanity in annihilating the atrocious gabelle. We believe that 
the Salt Chamber of Commerce are sensible of this necessity, and 
seeing what they have already achieved in respect to the altera- 
tion of the bonding system, we have little doubt of their ultimate 
triamph if their energies be well directed, and they are unsparing 
of the essential sinews of war.

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RAILROADS. 


Newcastte any Berwick Rarrway.— The railway communica- 
tion between England and Scotland is now rapidly approaching com- 
pletion, and the opening of the entire line will take place in the pre- 
sent month. Detachments of men and horses, with earth waggons 
and other appendages to railway construction, are leaving the 
neighbourhood for southern destinations. 

Patent Rairway Brrax.—The importance of such an invention 
is every day becoming more evident, and a plan, patented by Mr, 
Lee, seems well calculated to secure the desired object — that of 
speedily arresting the course of a train in cases of danger, It pro- 
vides for two classes of danger; for unexpected concussion, a buffer 
projects from the carriage or engine, and any force coming in con- 
tact with it lets down a drag or break upon the rail, which imme- 
diately stops the carriage. Such a buffer attached to ‘each carriage 
would prevent the occurrence of what is most to be feared in cases 
of concussion, that is, the dreadful effects caused by the meeting of 
two opposite forces, by which the carriages in the centre of a train 
are frequently heaved up, or completely crushed, In the other case, 
that of foreseen danger, the conductor of the train can, by turning a 
handle, almost immediately arrest its course. It is stated by the in- 
ventor that on the Croydon railway a train of nineteen carriages, de- 
scending an incline at avelocity of thirty-five miles an hour, was, by 
breaks to one carriage only, brought to a dead stand within fifty-five 


yards. Breaks to one carriage in nine are considered to be the 
requisite average,

Court or Qurex’s Benca., — Tur Cuurcnwarpens or Sr. Ni- 
cnoLas, Derrronn, v. Skercutry. — This was a special case, which 
raised the question whether a legal estate in four acres of land in the 
parish of St. Nicholas, Deptford, was now vested in the defendant, 
the vicar, or inthe churchwardens and overseers, as a corporation, 
The lands in question were conveyed in the year 1749 by Sir John 
Evelyn to his son and the then vicar on trust, to permit the church- 
wardens and overseers of the parish to receive the rents and profits 
to and for the use of the poor of that parish; and provisions were 
made for the heir of the body of the founder and the vicar for the 
time being of the parish having the legal estate in the lands to the 
use aforesaid, In the year 1819 the 59 Geo. IIT. c. 12. passed. The 
17th section enacts that the churehwardens and overseers of the poor 
and their successors shall and may take and hold, for and on behalf 
of a parish, all buildings, lands, and hereditaments belonging to such 
parish, Mr. Malins, for the churchwardens, coftended that the 
statute had on its passing vested the legal estate in these charity 
lands in the churehwardens and overseers, because any lands the 
‘profits of which were by law dedicated 10 reducing the generat 
burden of relieving the poor in a parish must be deemed lands be- 
longing to such parish, ‘The court postponed the decision. 

Bioomssuxy Country Court, —Josres v. Onsanstone.—This was 
an action to assess damages. The plaintiff is driver of a cab; and 
on the evening of May 19 was driving an elderly lady towards Bays- 
water, when, at the corner of Crawford Street, he observed the de- 
fendant proceeding in an open cart in the opposite direction and on 
the wrong side of the road. He called out to him to “ Look 
a-head,” but the defendant, unheeding the warning, made an offen- 
sive remark, and continued lashing his horse until the animal was 
throwa down by coming in contact with the plaintiff's cab, which 
was considerably damaged by the collision, Plaintiff descended to 
release the lady from the cab, when he was most brutally attacked by 
the defendant, who struck him violently across the eyes with the butt 
end of a heavy horsewhip. The wounds inflicted were of so severe 
a nature that the plaintiff was unable to leave his bed for several 
days. ‘the learned deputy judge having ascertained the loss of time 
and expenses incurred by the plaintiff, assessed the damages at ten 
guineas, and full costs,

CLERKENWELL, — Thomas Truman, late collector of poor rates for 
the parish of St. Andrew, Holborn, underwent a fical examination 
on Saturday last. From the evidence it appeared that the accused 
was, about five weeks ago, found to-be a defaulter in his accounts 
with the guardians of the poor tothe amount of 4462 15s, 1d. In 
consequence of his having been a very old and respected inhabitant 
of the district, and a collector of its rates for more than twenty 
years, and no error in his balance sheet having previously been de- 
tected, a merciful view was taken of his unfortunate case, on his 
offering to give a judgment in favour of the parish, added to which 
one of his sureties was known to be good for 300}. Subsequently to 
that arrangement it had been discovered that his defalcations were 
far more considerable, probably doubly the amount, and the rate-

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Tne Fire at Messrs. Maupstay’s IN THE WESTMINSTER ean 
This fre, which broke out on Saturday morning last, has eee 
to be less calamitous than there was at first reason to expect. e 
following is the official report of damage: —“ Patten: sanpa a 
stroyed, carpenters’ shop consumed, boiler makers’ workshops atine 
down, about one half of pattern-lofts burned, foundry destroyed, Si 
vice-shop extensively injured by fire, the punching-shop simian 
damaged, the roof ot smiths’ shop and new building severely uree . 
Cause of fire unknown. Insured in the Royal Exchange and other 
fire offices. l 

Serious Frrłe.—On Monday morning a fire broke out at the Coa 
Hole Tavern, adjoining the Surrey Theatre. At first the greatest 
apprehensions were entertained for the safety of the latter buiaipg: 
as the flames travelled rapidly from room to room, jeopardising the 
lives of the inmates, who with the greatest difliculty escaped. Every 
exertion was made to prevent the extension of the fire to the thesin? 
and the result was that the edifice was but very triflingly ita 
The fire seems to have originated through an escape of gas, whic 
by some meane became ignited. ; 

Destructive Fire. — On Monday morning a fire broke out in 
Theobald's Road, Red Lion Square. Before the fire was extin- 
guished the interior of the house was reduced to a complete ruin 
in a few minutes after the fire was discovered several persons T 
peared at the windows in a state of nudity, who fortunately effecte 
their escape. Three of the fire -escapes beionging to the Royal So- 
ciety for the Protection of Life from Fire were in immediate attend- 
ance, and rendered good service. A 

Fricutrut Occurrence. — On Saturday night an accident OC- 
curred at the Royal Italian Opera, Covent Garden, and by which 
the audience were thrown into the utmost state of alarm and excite~ 
ment. It appears that George Hill, one of the workmen, was, en- 
gaged in removing one of the side wings when he lost his equilibrium, 
and fell on the stage from a height of upwards of twenty-two feet, 
It was at first feared that the poor fellow was killed on the spot, and 
on being picked up he did not appear to breathe nor move. He was 
forthwith taken to the King’s College Hospital, where he remains 
in a very distressing condition. 

Suicipe. — The body of Green, the captain of the Era steam-boat, 
who committed suicide on Friday last, was found on Monday morn- 
ing near Blackfriars Bridge. ‘The unfortunate man had on only a 
shirt, belt, and a pair of stockings. To accomplish his object he had 
tied round his neck a large paving-stone. An inquest was held on 
the body, and the jury returned a verdict of * Temporary insanity. 

Narrow Escare.—On Tuesday, as the Dryad Voolwich steamer 
was coming into Blackwall, in her attempt to pass another steamer, 
she came into collision with a small boat, attached to one of the 
yachts lying off Blackwall, and cut it completely asunder. The boat 
sank, but the man who was in it seizing a favourable moment, leaped 
from the boat, and clung to the rails of the Dryad till he was 
rescued, 

Mysrertous Deat#.—On Tuesday an inquest was held before 
W. Cartar, Esq., on the body of Mr. G. Dutton. Mr. James Laland, 
clerk to Mr. Healey Smith, solicitor, of the city, stated that the 
deceased was the confidential clerk of that firm, On Wednesday 
night the deceased left London Bridge to meet his wife in Surrey 
Square. He was never seen afterwards alive. ‘They had been 
having some wine, and the deceased was merry but not intoxicated. 
On Saturday the bedy was found near Taylors Bridge, Surrey 
Canal. He appeared to have been in the water two or three days. 
The deceased had the sum of 2/. 6s. when he left the city, and as 
neither this nor his hat could be accounted for, the jury returned a 
verdict of “ Found drowned, but there was no evideuce to show how 
he came in the water.” 

Tue Fire near THE Surrey Turarne.—Mrs, Potter, the young 
woman who was so dreadfully injured by jumping out of the window 
of the Coal Hole Tavern, whilst the place was on fire on Monday 
morning last, is not expected to recover. She fell with such violence 
upon one of the iron railings as to bend it. Mr. Tabernacle, the 
proprietor of the building, is also in great pain, but nothing fatal in 
his case is anticipated. Upwards of 200/. in cash, besides the stock 
in trade and furniture, were consumed, but the firemen have since 
found the whole of the money in the ruins, not at all injured by the 
action of the flames. 

DARING Buxctary.—On Tuesday morning, about five o'clock, à 
daring burglary was discovered to have been committed at Mr. Eam- 
shaw’s, Wilfred Street, Kennington, ‘The thieves effected their en- 
trance by cutting out a panel from the back parlour window shutters, 
and plundered the lower part of the premises of plate, several watches, 
articles of jewellery, and wearing apparel, valued at about 150l. 


‘They also regaled themselves with the contents of the larder and wine 
cellar, getting clear off with their booty. 

_ Tue Potsontnas, Kensat New Town.—On Wednesday morn- 
Ing, Mr. Wakley, M. P., and the jury empaneilled on ‘Tuesday, the 
Ist instant, resumed the inquiry into the circumstances attending the 
deaths of Thomas Hickman, aged 33 years; James Hickman, aged 
9 years; Harriet Etizabeth, aged 6 years; Mary Anne, aged 4 years 
John, aged 3 years; and Henry, aged 1 year and 5 months — the 
unfortunate father and five children, who died from the effects of 
poison, on Sunday, the 30th ult. The evidence given was to the 
same effect as the accounts we have before given. ‘The only new 
facts stated were given in the medical testimony, which went to 
prove that death, ia all the cases, had resulted from arsenic beng 
taken into the stomach. At the close of the inquiry, the coroner 
summed up the evidence, impressing on the jury the total absence of 
any evidence tending to induce a belief that the arsenic had been 
knowingly placed in the pudding, or with any evil intent. The jury 
immediately returned a verdict, * That the deceased persons, had died 
from the effects of arsenic eaten in a rhubarb pudding, mixed with 
the flour, by the wife and mother, in ignorance as to its nature, It 
having been left carelessly within her reach, on a shelf, by her hus- 
band, but not with evil intent.” a l 

SuicivE. — On Wednesday morning a young woman deliberately 
threw herself in front of the seven ociock express down-train, n 
was approaching the iron bridge which carries the Wandsworth mi 
over the line near to the Plougn at Battersea, Neither the name o 
the unfortunate creature, nor the cause of this rash act, has yet been 
ascertained, 

Seizure or aw Iru Distinrery.— The excise officers have 
effected the seizure of another illicit distillery, in Hare Street, Beth- 
nal Green. From information they received, they proceeded to the 
premises, kept by man named Thomas Rebbeck, carrying on the 
business of an oil and colourman, ‘They went into the back parlour, 
where they found a curiously contrived trap-door, concealed by the 
floor-cloth, On opening it, by a ladder thes descended to the cellar, 
where the object of their search soon presented itself. A still was 
fitted up in brickwork, with a fire under it, and running off strong 
spirits, and a quantity of molasses wash was prepared for feeding the 
same. ‘The stock of spirits found was what 1s technically termed 
“ feints,” and other spirits had been recently removed for sale. The 
fittings and utensils were on the usual scale, with a large number of 
barreis, &c. The trap-door above mentioned was the only means of 
ingiess to the cellar, and might have defied the strictest search, but 
for the accurate information received. ‘Fhe whole of the seizure was 
deposited in a van, and conveyed to the excise warehouses in Broad 
Sweet, The owner has at present escaped from the officers.

Having recently given a description of a dry lime purifyer, we 
avail ourselves of an early opportunity to introduce one which com- 
bines the principle of:wet and dry mode of purification. 

The improvement in this purifyer consists in its internal structure, 
by dividing it into compartments with perforated plates for the pur- 
pose of dividing the volume of gas, 

A longitudinal section also of the purifying apparatus is shown at 
fig. 3., which is in a great measure constructed like the condenser. 

The gas enters by the pipe a into the compartment 8, and passing 
thence downward, proceeds through the stratum of lime and water, 
occupying the lower part of the vessel,

Instead of a perfect cylinder this burner is formed of two frustrums 
of cones of different dimensions. These cones are united at their 
perimeters, or smaller extremities, the section n being therefore 
reversed. Through the lower frustrum and at its base c, the air 
which feeds the combustion is first admitted and conducted upwards 
towards the junction of the two cones at s. The diameter of the 
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upper section of the lower cone being but one half of that of its base, 
the columns of air which entered at c is concentrated. Immediately 
that this concentrated volume of atmospheric air has passed the junc- 
tion at B, it is expanded and guided directly to the ignited gas which 
issues from the orifices of the burner at dd. 

This gradual contraction and expansion of air obviates the incon- 
venient and disagreeable effects produced on the flame by the un- 
checked velocity of the stream which rushes through a uniform 
cylinder, such as that which forms the centre of Argand’s lamp. 
Besides, the union of the oxygen of the air with the carburetted 
hydrogen is rendered more perfect by this contrivance. This pecu- 
liar arrangement (with the addition of the hood, fig. 4., to which 
Mr, Hutchison lays no claim of invention) produces an intense bitu- 
minous and brilliant flame.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


A Panistan Convict.—A short time back, a sergent de ville 
having met in the Rue Pavee, in the Marais, a liberated convict who 
had broken his ban, ordered him to accompany him to the guard 
house on the Place de la Bastille. The man made no objection, and 
they proceeded together until they arrived at the Rue Payenne, 
which was then deserted. Here the convict suddenly drew out a 
pistol, and fired it at the agent. ‘he latter, however, who wason his 
guard, was fortunate enough, by a rapid movement, to avoid the shot, 
and at once closed with the ruffian. He had, however, scarcely 
seized him, when he saw the man draw out another pistol, and aim 
itat his head. He again escaped, however, for at the moment when 
the trigger was pulled, the convict, in struggling with his antagonist 
stumbled, and the ball merely grazed the agent's temple. Some pe.’ 
sons, attracted by the reports, came up, and the ruffian was secured. ™ 

Musper IN Limerick. — Another brutal murder was perpetrated 
on Sunday night. The victim was a steward to Dr. Wilkinson, and 
resided at Traugh. In the dead of night the house was attacked by 
an armed party. Casey, the ill-fated man, sprang from his bed to 
resist their entrance, when they fired through the door and shot him 
in the heart. Casey's son pursued the miscreants, one of whom was 
arrested on Monday. This murder was perpetrated within two miles 
of Limerick, and not far from the scene of the assassination of Mr. 
Watson, a few weeks ago. 

SUICIDE BY A Suxceon,—A determined act of suicide was com- 
mitted on Tuesday afternoon, at Worcester, by Mr. Benjamin Shep- 
pard, a surgeon of that city, under the following circumstances: — 
Mr. Sheppard went into the shop of Mr, Stringer, a chemist and 
druggist in Mealcheapen Street, and asked for a phial bottle of prus- 
sic acid, which he said he wanted for a patient. Mr. Stringer, know- 
ing Mr. Sheppard, did not hesitate to give him the quantity asked 
for, and Mr. Sheppard thereupon retired into a parlour adjoining the 
shop and swallowed it. Mr. Stringer going into the room imme- 
diately afterwards found the phial empty, and the deceased on the 
ground. He exclaimed, “ You have not drunk it, have you?” to 
which Mr. Sheppard replied, “ Ivs all right,” and died in a few mi- 
nutes after, An inquest will be held on the body. 

Mecancnoty Occurrence.—On the forenoon of Friday last, a 
melancholy accident, attended with loss of life, occurred in the bay 
off the old castle of Findlater, between Cullea and Sandend, Jt ap- 
pears that Mr. Henry Smith, a fisherman belonging to the latter 
place, accompanied by his son and nephew, had put to sea in a ver 
small boat during the forenoon, for the purpose of fishing in the bay, 
when a sudden pust of wind off the land having caught the frail bark, 
it was upset, and the whole parties thrown into the water. Smith 
and his son, after great exertion, succeeded in getting on the bottom 
of the boat, and the other individual managed to get ho!d of an oar, 
by which he contrived to keep his head above water, Fortunately, at 
this time one of the pilots belonging to Cullen happened to be lying 
with his boat off Logiehead, and he immediately put to sea, and after 
great exertion succeeded in rescuing them from the water, Henry 
Smith was alive when the pilot boat reached the wreck, but so much 
exhausted that he died before arriving at the harbour of Cullen ; but 
the other parties are recovering, although still in a very weakly state, 
having been fully two hours in the water before being rescued. 

Curious Occurrence,— On Sunday evening, while the eight 
o'clock train was proceeding to Belfast, the driver thought he per- 
ceived a man or a bundle lying on the rails between Lambeg and 
Dunmurry; but not being sure, sounded the “ whistle,” when the 
apparent bundle rolled over between the rails. On flew the engine, 
and fast followed the carriages, over the heap. At about a moment 
afterwards, up rose the “ bundle,” and waving his hat, shouted, 
“ Hurrah! I am safe!” ‘The person who had such a narrow escape 
is named Daniel M‘Cann, and is a watchman in one of the bleach- 
greens in the neighbourhood of Dunmurry. He had been drinking 
during the day, and had Jain down in a state of insensibility across 
the rails of the Ulster Railway, till he was roused by the sound of a 
whistle, when, with great presence of mind, he rolled between the 
rails, lying on his back till the eugine and carriages passed over h's 
body without inflicting any injury. He was brought before the 
magistrates for the offence at the petty sessions on Monday, and 
fined 5i. 

Srontanrous Comnustion or Lucirers.—A gentleman of Glas- 
gow, who is a votary of the fragrant weed, was dining on Thursday 
with a friend who remarked, shortly after the cloth was removed, that 
there was a strong smell of gas. No one else at table perceived any- 
thing of the sort, but one of the company observed smoke curling 
gracefully upward from behind the chair of the gentleman; tlame 
being also seen issuing, a rush was made towards him, and his coat- 
tails cut away, when it was discovered that his pockets, in which he 

carried matches to light his cigars, were entirely consumed ! 

Sincunar Comuat.—One morning lately, adomesticated jackdaw, 
belonging to the keeper of the Buckie toli-bar, Banff, took it into his 
head to treat himself to walk in an adjoining field, While doing so, 
he was suddenly pounced upon by a hawk, which in this case, how- 
ever, met a “ foeman worthy of his stesi,” A desperate conflict en- 
sued, which ultimately bicame such a death-grasp struggle, that the 
two combatants were lifted up and carried into the house, and even 
then it was found a matter of no small difficulty to separate them, 
The toll keeper afterwards allowed the hawk to escape, but Jack 
struts about as proudly as ever. 

Unrounnep Assenrions or Bracans, — The longer we live the 
more we are convinced of the very intimate and wide-spread connec- 
tion between beggary and deep and downright lying. Irom a report 
of the society for the suppression of mendicity, it appears that that 
society expended during the past year rather more than 55004. ‘The 
first remarkable feature in that report is, that the class of persons 
whose habits the seciety was instituted to reform, have been seeking 
systematically to pervert that very institution into the means of sup- 
porting that mendicity which it is designed to suppress. During the 
year, 29,363 cases had met with uttention, 5877 begging letter cases 
had been investigated, work had been found for 2944 persons, and 
examples had been made of others by procuring the committal to 
prison of 778 vagrants.

Epner Hitt.—On ‘Tuesday, as five men

Fire in Lerrn.—On Sunday morning a fire broke out in the pre- 
mises of M‘*Pheison and Brown, confectioners, ‘Tolbooth Wind, 
about half-past five o'clock. Two, engines were speedily on the spot, 
but no water in the pipes, until the Leith water officer journeyed to 
the Castle Hill, and ordered it to be put on, By this time the fire 
had obtained a considerable ascendancy, but was ultimately subdued 
about eight o'clock, ‘The tenement consists of five floors, three of 
which are completely destroyed. Both the stock and building are 
insured. 

Snowpon. — The body of the unfortunate Rev. Mr. 
perished on Snowdon about nine months since, was found on the 
west side of Snowdon on the Ist inst, by W, Hughes, the huntsman 
at Penthose. On Monday he was out with the dogs, and found in 
what had been a watercourse during the winter portions of his 
clothes and his hair, which had been washed down by the winter 
floods, and in consequence he returned the next day with two or 
three quuarrymen, and they climbed the rocks, and about a few 
inches below the gravel they found the bones, with the shirt on and 
the pocket handkerchief by their side, with his name on each of 
them; they also found his purse and watch chain, but not his watch 
or ring, which must of course have been washid down by the water, 
He had fallen down a tremendous precipice, some hundreds of feet, 
and stuck on a sort of ledge. The people who went out to search 
for him must have passed close to him. The body had been nine 
months on the mountain, and when found was a mere skeleton or 
mass of bleached boues, which were all collected and placed in a 
box, and taken down to Llanberis. 

RemarkasLe Discovery. — Last week the body of a man was 
found in Gransha bog, near Newtownards. Although upwards of 
twenty years interred, the body was in a perfect state of preservation, 
An inquest was held on Saturday last, before B. Ward, Esq., J.P., 
when the body was recognised as being that of a man named Hugh 
Dunlop, murdered about twenty years ago, ‘The inquiry was ad- 
journed till the 17th inst., in order that some important ‘witnesses 
might be enabled to attend and give evidence. Jt is supposed, from 
the position in which deceased was found in the bog, and the fact of 
his wrist having been broken, that he met a violent death. His 
clothes were found many years ago, in a spot not far distant from the 
place where his body had been secreted, Strong hopes are enter. 
tained that the perpetrators of the murder, even at this distance of 
time, will be discovered. 

Rare ‘limes rok Wotves ann Vutrures. — Persons recently 
arrived from Monterey iaform us, that in coming down they beheld 
strewn along the roadside, where had been massacred the teamsters 
which fell into the hands of Urrea’s assassins in the attack on the 
waggon train, the decayed and mutilated remains of upwards of fifty 
of these unfortunate men. Where they fell, there still they are 
suffered to remain —their flesh made the food of vultures and wolves, 
and their bones scattered about by these beasts and birds of prey. 
Train after train has passed them by with no more notice than a 
Passing commentary upon their sad faie; none have stepped forth to 
give them burial. Humanity sickens at man's indifference to man 3 
death parts friend from friend and brother from brother, and in one 
brief hour all the ties which bound them together are forgotten. 
Such is a consequence of war — it deadens the sensidility, and brings 
man to a level with the unreasonable brute.
